Mr. Le Favour said that when the bill was 


printed the Committee anticipated groat 
opposition to it from the militia on the one 
hand and the- members of the Assembly on 
tho other. 
There had lately been held two 


Couvantions composed of delegates from the 
various military organizations in tho State 
by whom the 
bill wr.3 considered Bin. 


amended, and lhat with two or three excop 
lions the cpmimuies were unanimously in 
favorof ihe bill aud u reed its passage. On 
carefully read lug tho bill the members of tbe 
House would lind it, would materially in- 
crease tho efficiency of the militia without a 
corresponding increase of the appropriations 
necessary to maintain the organization. He 
moved that the bill bs read by tide and 
made the special order lor Tuesday next, 


Mr. KheJUeki opposed the motion and 


moved as an amendment that the bill be 
postponed to the May session. Uo paid that 
this was a law which very materially ailect- 
ed,and was in fact a virtual attempt to destroy 
the oldest military company iu tho State, to 
wit, the Newport Artillery, 'It did not 
undertake to affect tbe charter of that com- 
pany, because it could not, tbo charter be- 
ing a froo ono and granted at a Hriio when 
charters wero not, subject to the oilicial action 
ot'tho General Assembly. 
But il atlached 


that company to tho line, or elsb took away 
its compensation. 
Again this bill necessita- 


ted a greater expense thau ought to be- in- 
curred by tho State. It was not safe to esti- 
mate that the system proposed could be car- 
ried out at an expense of less than$UO,QOO,arid 
some considered that it would cost $80,000. 
Again the bill called upon the Assembly to 
commit au act of bad tatth towards military 
oillcers whom it had elected for tho term of 
five years, and who, upon tho faith of that 
election, had equipped themselves at great 
expauso. It is proposed lo sweep away all 
of these oflkis from lhat of major genera! 
aown. Tho K:ato ought to keep iailii with 
its citizens. 


Mr. Bliss said that the labors of this Com- 


mittee wore deserving of more respectful 
treatment than a motion to postpone to tho 
May session.
